Claim 1 [Currently Amended] A support apparatus comprising: a first member in 
a first orientation having a first portion and a second portion; a second member, 
separate from the first member, in a second orientation inverted from the first 
orientation, the second member being identical to the first member, and having a first 
portion and a second portion; the first portions of the first and second members being 
spaced apart; and the second portions of the first and second members including 
overlapping interlocking sections such that the first and second members are 
interconnected and form an interlocking continuous double-walled reinforcing member A 
wherein the first portions of each member include a span and the second portions of 
each member include a rib . 

Claim 3 [Cancelled] 

Claim 8 [Currently Amended] A computer comprising: a chassis; and a support 
member mounted in the chassis, the support member including: a first member in a first 
orientation having a first portion and a second portion; a second member, separate 
from the first member, in a second orientation inverted from the first orientation, the 
second member being identical to the first member, and having a first portion and a 
second portion; the first portions of the first and second members being spaced apart; 
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and the second portions of the first and second members including overlapping 
interlocking sections such that the first and second members are interconnected and 
form an interlocking continuous doubie-walled reinforcing member , wherein the first 
portions of each member includes a span and the second portions of each member 
include a rib . 

Claim 10 [Cancelled] 

Claim 12 [Currently Amended] An information handling system comprising: a 
chassis; a microprocessor mounted in the chassis; a storage coupled to the 
microprocessor; and a support member mounted in the chassis, the support member 
including: a first member in a first orientation having a first portion and a second portion; 
a second member, separate from the first member, having a first portion and a second 
portion, the second member being identical to the first member and being in a second 
orientation inverted from the first orientation; the first portions of the first and second 
members being spaced apart; and the second portions of the first and second members 
including overlapping interlocking sections such that the first and second members are 
interconnected and form an interlocking continuous double-walled reinforcing member 
wherein the first portions of each member include a span and the second portions of 
each member include a rib . 

Claim 14 [Cancelled] 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2,4-9,11-13,15-21 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is 
simply no evidence in the prior art teaching a first member in a first orientation having a 
first portion and a second portion; a second member, separate from the first member, in 
a second orientation inverted from the first orientation, the second member being 
identical to the first member, and having a first portion and a second portion; the second 
portions of the first and second members including overlapping interlocking sections 
such that the first and second members are interconnected and form an interlocking 
continuous double-walled reinforcing member, wherein the first portions of each 
member include a span and the second portions of each member include a rib, 
furthermore there is no evidence in the prior art making these limitations obvious.
